Despite this curtailment of the Church’s activities 
“Mexico has succeeded admirably well. Religious services 
must be confined strictly to the churches, but the churches 
have always been filled. The clergy were not permitted to 
engage in public education, but the bulk of the people pat- 
ronized their private schools, which have always been far 
Superior to the public. schools. All the while the members 
of the Catholic Hierarchy have been Mexico’s most ardent 
patriots. When practically every member of the Catholic 
‘Hierarchy was exiled during the Carranza administration 
they sought refuge in southern Texas, where their wants 
were well provided for, where they were permitted to con- 
duct their seminary to which students from Mexico were 
transferred, yet they were homesick for old Mexico, home- 
sick for their poor people, and the moment they were per- 
mitted to go back they returned and were received jubilantly 
by the populace. 

Considering that our Indians have been wards of the 
United States Government for nearly one hundred years, 
that they have been segregated and colonized, provided with 
trained instructors, taught in large part in boarding schools, 
what has been the success? They have not been brought to 
a high point of civilization; they still lack initiative; it 
would be very easy for a Calles, or an Obregon, or a Car- 
ranza, to keep them in submission by military force. Even 
if our own American Indians were counted by millions, and 
were grouped together with one of these men at their head, 
abetted by white politicians who found it very profitable to 
keep them in submission, who can picture the conflict which 
would ensue in case a body of clergy, full of disinterested 
affection for them, strove to organize them for the exercise 
their inalienable rights, for greater liberty, for better 
working conditions, etc.? The Chureh has not been in 
politics in Mexico, but laws must be enacted and enforced 
which will prevent her from even trying it. Clergymen 
may not crivicize the government frem the pulpit, and to do 
s0 is a political erime, Catholics may not criticize the goy- 
ernment in the press. Catholics may not speak to the peo- 
ple on the public square in the interest of the Church's 
cause. In other words, the people may not be organized 
either by the spoken or the written word, whether by 
clergyman or layman, Graft, pillage, confiscation, must go 
on, or. there no inducement for’ revolutionary men. to 
govern Mexico. But how can they go on, if the spiritual! 
leaders of the people of the country are permitted to op- 
pose these things? Evidently, therefore, the voice of the 
spiritual leader must be hushed, the churches must be taken 
-over by the State, so that the State may decide who is to 
occupy the pulpit, what may be preached, etc. 

We are sure that if the American people had a correct 
perspective of the situation, the Calles Government would

In the July 29th issue of your paper, the Topeka Daily Capital, there 
appeared an editorial under the caption “Religious Bodies in Mexico.” It 
does not seem possible that your paper would thus intentionally create a 
wrong impression.

To understand the present religious situation in Mexico one 
should read the Mexican Constitution of ‘1917. This Constitu- 
‘ion was drafted and voted by a convention to which no one was 
eligible for election unless he had aided the cause of Carranza. 
It was fever voted by the people of Mexico. Nevertheless, it is 
the document .by which the present Mexican Government rules 
Mexico, It must be further understood that the Mexican Presi- 
dent has far-reaching emergency powers. He may issue what- 
ever decrees he wishes and the same have for the time being the 
foree of law. 

The old Mexican Constitution’ granted freedom of religious 
worship. The present Constitution of 1917 does not grant that 
freedom.. it states that it does.
